The reply filed on November 21, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): The specification is still silent with respect to (1) the step of displaying a chemical or biochemical image using a 
photocurrent color coded scale, as set forth in claim 5, (2) the shape and the background color of the illuminating area configured 
through a user interface, as set forth in claim 9 and (3) a ma gnifying lens between the sample and the detector, as set forth in claim 26.
